The session of city council last even­ 
ing was one of the shortest in the his­ 
tory of the body. 
Oouncil was called to order at 7 :45 
by President Purinton, w ith members 
Kent, Horwell, Marshall and Stewart in 
their places. 
The room was very cold, 
and after Solicitor Gmsshans had lightiHl 
the gas jets, council pniceeded to busi- 
nesa. 
The minutes w ere approved and 
the ordinances »vttablishing grade lines 
on Oak street and Riverview avenue 
were placed on their second reading, 
Chairman Kent reporting that the street 
committee had view*»d the 
projiosed 
grades and were favorable to them 
The Btreid railw ay came next 
As no­ 
body said anything Pr»>sident Ponnton 
said it would go ovvr to its third read­ 
ing. 
Mr. Marshall moved that the or­ 
dinance be carried over to the next 
meeting on its second reading, and us 
there were no objections it was so or­ 
dered. 
A petition numeronsly sigiuMl by the 
busiiu'is« men was pri'sented asking that 
the street railw-ay company bt* graiiD-d 
a 26 year franchise. 
W hen Clerk H an ­ 
ley had read al»out 300 imin*»« he turmsl 
around and said: 
" Is that enoughV” 
"N o , read them all,” rt'iuarktHl Mr, 
Ponnton. 
The petition was then re- 
oeivi'd and filed, w ith no remarks 
The light committee reportinl in favor 
of the location of lights by the Isianl of 
improvements with but one change, that 
of placing the light now in Huniiysidc at 
the Christian chon'h. 
Mr. Marshall 
wanti'd to know if the board of im prove­ 
ments w m i w illing to accept the change.

President Purinton wanted to know 
if there was not a light at the corner of 
College and Robinson streets, just 1159 
feet from the Christian church. Kngino<*r 
George explained that it was ver\* diU-k 
at the church and the present light was 
worse than none at all. 
Mr. Marshall 
then moved the repjjrt of the WHuiiiittee 
be accepted w ith the cliange, and all 
voted yes but Pr*vudent l*urinton. 
A letter was read from the light com­ 
pany asking that the lights lie locaD-<i 
At once, as it w'oald be nwiessary if they 
expected to have them up by March 
1.

aiul 
also that they would like to have some­ 
one in authority to locate the poles. 
President Purinton said the poles should 
be located under the supervision of the 
board of improvement, w hile Mr. Kent 
suggested that the city enginfs-r and the 
superintendent of the light plant do the 
work, and it was left in their hands. 
Mr, Marshall then moved the adoption 
of the the rejxirt of the, l)oard of improve­ 
ment as amended by the light cflinmittee, 
and all raeml>ers vote«! yes. 
Mayor Gilbert rejiorti'd the name of 
W illiam Moore to fill the vacancy on the 
police force. President Purinton want«*d 
to know if the police; oommittee had a 
report on the appointment. 
Mr. 
H or­ 
well explained that the c.ommittee were 
not acquainted w ith the man, but that 
the mayor had recommended him to 
them. 
President Purinton thought it 
would be wise to refer the appointment 
to the committee, and M r. Marshall said 
that as a memb«*r of the committee he 
was satisfied with the appointment. That 
the man had bw*n repijited to him as 
reliable and responsible. 
He closed 
by moving his confirmation. 
Pri*ident 
Purinton said : 
If council w ill excuse me for speaking 
it seems unwise to me for us to appoint a 
man we do not know, 
I shall have to 


vote against him .” 
M r. Marshall then withdrew his mo­ 
tion. and President Purinton said : 
“ I 
do not want to be understood as oppos­ 
ing the man, but we don’t know any­ 
thing about him. 
W e assume a joint 
responsibility w ith the mayor in this 


appointment.” 
The curfew ordinanw was introduced. 
It prohibits children under the age of 1« 
years of age from being on the streets 
after 8 o’clock in the evening, between 
Oct. 1st, and April 1st, and after 
o’clock between April 1st and Oct. 1st, 
unless accompanied by their parents. 
The parents are made liable, and are 
subject to a fine of not less than 50 cents 
nor more than |5 for violation of the 
ordinwioe.

K ng im vr Giorgi' then called attention 
to the fact that sometlang should be 
done toward grading M in cn a strtsd, as 
p*>ople wantiKl to build, and the water 
would have to f>e carriiHl to Avondale 
stm 't. ITesident Purinton wanted to 
know if then* were not several streets in 
that neighlsirhiXHl in need of gniding 
that should Is* done at the same time, and 
Enginei'r George said he thought it ls*st 
to grade this stn'et first, and that the ex­ 
pense to the eity would onlv Is* alsiut 2 
lM*r cen t, and the I'itizens eould not do 
any improving until the streets were 
graibsl. 
M r Kent said it was a hump 
i»n the east end of the stn*et that was 
causing all of the trouble, and that they 
eould cut the kiioh off and fill another 
part of the street to carry the wafer to

He also explained that one

ler;, in Ills leisure hours from the sen­ 
ate, edited a newsp ap er which oou- 
lained an article which Mr. White had 
read at the desk amid some amusement. 
It sp oke of Senator Shermuu as the 
(fT. at leader who would solve the p n» b- 
lem of bimetallism. 
Turning to Mr. Sherman, Mr. White 
asked the Ohio senator if he was ready 
to assume the ta.sk map p ed out for him. 
There was no p urjxise so far as he 
knew, Mr. White p roceedeti to op isise 
• this m(*asure, as it w as felt to be linrm- 
less, while it might satisfy its p rounv 
ten* who might feel that it kep t some 
of their p nnuism, yet, with this act, 
they were doomed to certain failure. 
When it had rein lined nnacted uisin, 
seme other device ii.ight be resorted to. 
The senator refernal to the lonesonie- 
ness of the p roisised commission, going 
about and seeking nations with whom 
to confer. 
He doubted if anyone 
would la* ap iKunted to this commission, 
unless some largo emolument was at- 
tacluHi to the p iaci« . 
It was a futile 
movement, d<*clared the semifor, and 
having relieved them.selves of the tinan* 
cml question by this harmh*ss device, 
its p romoters would then turn tlieir at­ 
tention to levying more taxea.

attitude. 
As to international conferences in gen­ 
eral. Mr, Camion said he had little 
faith in them, and it would be about a.s 
difticult to galvanize Ufo into one of 
the Pharaohs as to get any definite re­ 
sults from such a conference.

senator referred also to Mr. Wolcott’s 
tnp to Kurorx' and said little was to 
t>e exjiected from this ••dilletunte dall- 
ance” with great (inestious involved.
